The problem, according to Angela Comell, a labor-law 
expert at Cornell University, is that the impasse the Times 
Co. has to declare legally before imposing that 23 percent 
pay cut was actually reached on the offer the union rejected 
this week, which involved a de facto 10 percent pay cut and 
various benefit reductions. “It’s that proposal that the Times 
Co. can lawfully implement,” explains Cormell. “But man- 
agement apparently has some intention, instead, of imple- 
menting the 23 percent pay cut next week. That's a concern, 
because it could violate the section of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act that deals with bargaining violations.” 

The Times Co. should be aware of this potential 
glitch —-and maybe it is. After all, if the Guild obtains an 
injunction that keeps the Times Co. from following through 
on its threat next week, the Times Co. could use that devel- 
opment to take the paper into bankruptcy, arguing that

Aliens Dept. 


HARVARD RILED 
CLOSE ENCOUNTERS 


On September 16, 1994, 62 children in Ruwa, Zimbabwe, said they saw a 
spacecraft land near their school. Some claimed they communed with the 
small, dark-eyed beings who emerged from it, and were warned about the 
damage humanity was inflicting upon planet Earth. 

Two months later, Harvard Medical School 
psychiatrist John E. Mack was on a plane to 
Africa, where “he interviewed 14 or 15 kids,” 
says Randy Nickerson, whose work-in- 
progress documentary, Encounter in Ruwa:The 
Ariel School Sighting, screens in Cambridge on 
Friday. “One of the things that really fasci- 
nated me was the consistency of their stories 
and drawings. It still astounds me.” "Zs 

Mack, who died in 2004, founded the psy- 
chiatric department of Cambridge Hospital 
and won the 1977 Pulitzer Prize in biography 
for his portrait of T.E. Lawrence. His life’s work was “preoccupied with the 
issue of human identity,” says Dominique Callimanopulos, a former col- 
league who also worked on the film. And as the years wore on, he became 
more and more intrigued by how that identity fit into a “cosmic context,” 
and in exploring “our place in the universe,” says Callimanopulos. 

In the early ‘90s, Mack began interviewing hundreds of so-called ex- 
periencers — people claiming to have had extraterrestrial contact. It was 
work that didn’t sit particularly well with many of his colleagues. In 1994, 
the dean of Harvard Medical School launched an investigation into Mack's 
methodology, the first time in the university's history that a tenured pro- 
fessor had been put under such scrutiny. 

“He was so shocked at how they turned on him,” Callimanopulos says. 
“He was really hurt. And then he got really angry at how closed-minded 
they were.” 

Fourteen months later, Harvard released a statement that reaffirmed 
Mack's “freedom to study what he wishes and to state his opinions without 
impediment.” And now, 15 years after the Zimbabwe incident, Encounter in 
Ruwa may further vindicate Mack. 

“Last March, I flew to Zimbabwe and tried to locate all the other chil- 
dren,” explains Nickerson. “I discovered there were more witnesses than 
just those children.” He spoke to a pilot who'd spotted a UFO around that 
time, for instance, and to the school’s headmistress, who was initially too 
fearful of being fired to confess her own close encounter. The lesson, says 
Nickerson, as in Mack's psychiatric work, is to“keep an open mind.” 

“People who report these experiences are still really discriminated 
against,” says Callimanopulos. “The stigma is that they’re nutcases.” Mack 
believed differently. And he staked h nsiderable academic bona fides to 
prove it. “He was really committed to this work. And he put everything on 
the line for it for the last 12 years of his life.”

Fetal Obligations

MORE RIGHTS FOR THE UNBORN. 


Following the tragic shooting in Kansas last 
month, pro-choice advocates have been dealt 
another disheartening setback: a federal 
judge in Bangor, Maine, has recognized a 
new right of fetuses that could become a key 
element in the nation’s ongoing abortion 
debate. 

In May, Judge John Woodcock Jr. , the 
chief federal judge in Maine, ordered an 
HIV-positive pregnant woman from Camer- 
oon, who pleaded guilty to possessing false 
immigration docu- 
ments, to remain 
in federal prison 
until after her 
expected delivery 
date. The judge 
said he worried 
that, if Quinta 
Layin Tuleh was 
released or in the 
custody of immi- 
gration officials — 
who are seeking to 
deport her — she 
would not have ac- 
cess to medication 
that can prevent 
HIV transmission 
from a mother to 
her fetus. 

“My obligation 
is to protect the public from further crimes 
of the defendant, and that public, it seems 
to me at this point, should likely include 
that child she’s carrying,” ruled Woodcock. 
don’t think the transfer HIV un- 
born child is a crime technically under the 
law, but it is as direct and as likely as an on- 
going assault.” 

This sets out an argument that, legal 
experts say, if taken to its logical conclu- 
sion, could be used by a court to protect a 
fetus from its mother. (At the moment, fetal 
rights are generally limited to protection 
from strangers acting without the consent 
of the mother — as when someone who

murders a pregnant woman can be charged 
with two offenses.) It also contradicts a key 
element of abortion rights: namely, that 

a mother is allowed to do what she wishes 
with a fetus, including abort it. 

Maine activist groups are now reeling, 
with some worrying that it could mark a 
dangerous precedent for so-called negligent 
mothers. “When are you allowed to lock up 
a pregnant woman?” asks Zachary Heiden, 
the legal director of the Maine Civil Liber- 

ties Union. Cana 
pregnant woman 
convicted of a crime 
be sentenced to jail 
solely to ensure she 
takes prenatal vita- 
mins, or stays away 
from junk food? 
Others have 
claimed that this 
case highlights 
the failure of our 
health-care and im- 
migration systems, 
and that the spirit 
of Woodcock’s rul- 
ing violates the 
Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 
Another curious 
wrinkle to this 
contentious ruling: federal prosecutors 
objected to the sentence, and have appealed 
it to the First Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Boston, which is expected to hear arguments 
by August. 

“I've never heard of a prosecutor appeal- 
ing” when the judge’s sentence is longer than 
the government requested, says Heiden. Both 
his organization and the Disability Rights 
Center are considering supporting the appeal. 
Paula Silsby, the US Attorney for Maine, de- 
clined to comment, saying it was an ongoing 
case. Woodcock did not return calls seeking 
comment.

us, you spent the hibernation menths filling your discontented belly with cheap-ass comfort foods 
like ramen and Taco Bell Crunchwraps. But it’s summer now, and even though still broke, 
you have options beyond the quickie, in-out-of-the-cold fast-food garbage: there’s cheap and healthy food 
brought almost your doorstep, straight from Community Supported Agriculture (CSA) farms and the 
like. snap out your sodium coma and stop stuffing dollar bills into Mickey G-string for those “value 
meals.” You can get real value visiting the outdoor markets popping almost every corner through 
October. Follow our guide and you should rolling fresh produce and sustainably raised meat for months. 


COPLEY SQUARE order reach this bustling market late- 

May trek, had first wade through gauntlet warm-weather- 

emboldened panhandlers, and testy anti-war protest- 

ers. mother lode locally hewn goodies awaited the other 

side. the front, Breadsong Bakery battled for 

attention with Iggy’s peddled crusty loaves, while the Danish Pastry 

House offered sweet-toothers cookies and crunchy almond clusters. 

As for bread spreads, I was torn between Crystal Brook Farm's herb- 

studded chevre (wrung from their own Saanen and Alpine goats), 

and Deborah's Kitchen jams (which, at $3 to $7 a jar, are worth the 

splurge; broke-ass summer hell lot better when the 

“J” comprises the berry ambrosia that is “Massachusetts Rubies”). At the stand for Siena Farms 
(Oleana chef Ana Sortun’s CSA farm in Sudbury), the bins overflowed with rhubarb ($4/pound), green 
garlic ($1 each), Boston lettuce ($3/head), and bundles of irises. In addition to the greens — I ended 
snagging humongo bag spinach for the stand’s shelves were packed with goodies from 


Sortun’s Sofra bakery, including pickles and Persian spice blends.| BEST FIND Cider donuts from the 
Apple Barn (New Salem, Massachusetts) 


HARVARD SQUARE Situated next the Hotel, this modest out- 

post may boast only few stalls, but packs wallop. fact, you can 

actually smell this market long before you catch glimpse it. That’s 

thanks to Q’s Nuts, whose on-site open-flame nut roaster, on the day 

of my visit, kicked up an irresistible aroma of caramelizing sugar. “I’m 

all sweets over here,” announced the guy manning Q’s nut 

Sunday, the market was abuzz with Cantabrigian earth 

muffins and sinewy yuppies clutching jogging strollers, dogs, and/or 

yoga-mat-sprouting tote bags. For them, Hi-Rise Bakery was selling the 

crunchiest granola the People’s Republic has offer ($6), addition 

boules whole grain, raisin-pecan, and cheddar-pepper breads ($4 $8) 

and formidable array preserves (raspberry, fig-chocolate, strawberry, cherry, and plum-orange; 

Nearby, the horticulturally inclined swarmed Crateful booth for its seedlings and potted 
herbs ($3.50/each; $6/two); the less ambitious, meanwhile, were free to peruse freshly cut spearmint, 


rosemary, and sage ($2/bunch). BEST FIND Purple Cherokee heirloom tomatoes from Grateful Farm 
(Franklin, Massachusetts) 


SOWA OPEN MARKET This less market than open-air 

bazaar where, addition the fruits and veggies, vendors hawk little 

bit everything including ceramics, chi-chi handbags, art prints, and 

chair massages. the breezy Sunday that marked the fair’s third week- 

end of 2009, roughly 75 booths had set up shop, and that’s not even count- 

ing the dealers the gutted trolley barn serving antiques 

warehouse. When the wind wasn’t threatening tip over vendor tents, 

pleasantly wafted the scent the CSA Dahlia lilac soap. (Curiously 

enough, this same booth also sold little artworks painted teeny-tiny 

canvases.) Olio Melli was handing out spoonfuls their throat-tingling 

(that’s good thing) olive oil, while Spring Brook Farm peddled their own 

beef and bacon and Clear Flour Bakery bagged ciabatta and focaccia. addition their herbal honeys 
infused with mint, lemon verbena, and the farm's famous lavender ($3 to $5), the Herb Lyceum at Gilson’s 
arried such interesting potted oddities Goodwin Creek Gardens lavender and mini-cypress plants. 
Silverbrook booth, intriguingly blue-hued farm-fresh eggs stood out against the bushels kale and pea 
tendrils. BEST glassware Riker Glass (East Providence, Rhode Island) 


CITY HALL PLAZA Even though Government Center the epitome 
Brutalist architecture run amok, the spills lilies from Stow Green- 
houses and Silverbrook trays blazing-bright marigolds breathe 
some life into this cold slab concrete. the first day the City Hall 
Plaza market, bumped into some other familiar faces, such Dan- 
ish Pastry House and Stillman’s Farm — they all hit the locavore circuit 
pretty hard this time year. For the discerning carnivore, Stillman’s 
prides itself its “conscientiously raised” meats, including beef from 
Belted Galloway cattle, pork from Berkshire pigs, and fresh eggs.

Exotic Sushi and Tapas doesn’t have 
the most exotic sushi, but the com- 
bination of Japanese bar snacks with 
their European small-plate counterparts 
is an unusual angle on fusion that can be 
worked into a square meal. The restaurant 
is already packed at lunch; at night it’s just 
waiting for the throngs to find their way 
out of the bustle of Quincy Market. 

The menu features a number of iterms 
for those looking to graze, such as the al 
dente edamame ($6) served in the shell 
and salted the outside like peanuts. The 
Japanese eggplant ($6) is thinly sliced and 
simply grilled. And shishito peppers ($7) — 
careful how you pronounce that — are 
grilled and just slightly spicier than bell 
peppers, with an addictive bitter edge. You 
get quite a few, but pay attention before 
your dining partners eat them all. 

Larger appetites will want to try the 
Godzilla roll ($13), a filling combination 
of grilled eel, avocado, mozzarella, and 
spicy tuna, rolled up inside out with sushi 
rice. The lot of six or seven slices is fried 
and dressed up with “exotic sauce,” likely 
a fiery mayonnaise. Our waitress — who 
loves this dish — compared it to a Whop- 
per, because it has everything, isn’t 
good for you, and you could eat three or 
four every day. In fact, the comparison 
makes a lot of sense. Protein, grease, 
starch, and salt — the four basic junk- 
food groups — are subtly transposed into 
seafood and Asian themes. I wouldn't call 
this exotic, but it’s awfully delicious. As 
is the more classical Sake Salmon Robata 
Yaki ($9), three skewers with grilled fish 
and shishito pepper, plus a dip that works 
lot 

Again on the fried side, the Spider 
Wing ($12) is really your basic soft-shell 
crab with superior tempura 
batter. Three dips (citrus-soy, 
teriyaki, and peppery aioli) are 
more fun than just one. The 
shrimp tempura ($12) actually 
has less protein, but lots of 
fried vegetables. If you are in 
the mood for dinner, this is pos- 
sibly the way to go. 

The tuna shumiai ($12) really is an ex- 
otic dish. These have the barrel shape of 
the Chinese dim sum and the thin dough 
wrapper of the Japanese version (which 

look like bay scallops), but the flavor 
is all seared tuna instead of the typical 
shrimp/pork. Citric yuzu does it nicely. 

The most expensive dish on the 
menu, however — the Sashimi Deluxe 
‘$28), promising “16 pieces of chef's spe- 
cial selection” — was frankly nothing 
out of the ordinary. Some remarkable 
knife work went in to making the squid 
into lacelike frilly objects, which hold 
the dipping sauces well. But the salmon, 
where some sushi chefs show cross-grain 
patterns, was just cut into slices, as was 
the dark tuna. A little skin left on the 
hamachi added flavor and allure, though 
sashimi is where the chefs are supposed 
to excel working without the safety net 
of flavored rice.

For clearly Euro tapas, consider gnoc- 
chi ($12), a modest portion with aspara- 
gus tips and stems, the cutting aroma 
of white-truffle oil, and the chew of 
homemade pasta. Another temptation 
we didn’t resist was a special on three lo- 
cal sea scallops ($13), seared with all the 
seasonal flavor. 

An expansive drink list will have 
everyone covered, with cocktails for 
those who must have it intense, a de- 
cent list of sakes for traditionalists, 
and a promising list of wines for those 
who are mixing and matching 
f_ od. From the latter category 
we tried a glass of 2007 Miras- 
sou pinot noir ($7; $28/bottle). 
This is a light, fruit-forward, 
and racy but recognizable pinot 
noir — unlike the more complex 
vegetal flavors they-go for in 
Oregon. Our party wanted hot 
sake on a cool night, the only 
option being Sho Chiku Bai ($4/cup; 
$20/half bottle), another old California 
brand. The bottle works into two and 
a fraction of the traditional flasks, the 
first one of which was lukewarm, the 
second a bit better, and the third just 
right. I know that cold sake is the more 
prestigious stuff, but when you list hot 
sake you have to serve it hot. 

The only dessert available during our 
visit was pear tart ($4) with fine crust. 
I suspect this was an Asian pear, since 
it was as crunchy as an apple and had 
enough cinnamon on it to taste like apple 
pie. The odd touch was apricot foam. (I'm 
still not right with this foam thing. It 
looks like bubble bath and kind of tastes 
like soap — | always end up scraping it off 
and eating the stuff underneath.) Hand- 
some trimmings of blackberries, raspber- 
ries, cranberries, and a few kumquats 
rounded out the plate. 


The restaurant has a political back- 
story in that the original idea was floated in 
another location more than two years ago, 
and ran afoul of a coalition of developers, 
competing restaurateurs, and Boston offi- 
cialdom. But we don’t do business here; we 
do food — and I do like the setting. 

High Street isn’t high any more, but in 
the 1830s it curved through the fancy “Fort 
Hill” neighborhood. Immigrants moved 
in, the wealthy moved out, and most of the 
hill went off for landfill in an 1870 urban- 
renewal project. Now, the curve what’s 
left, along with some dandy industrial 
buildings like this one. 

The outside of Exotic Sushi features 
cleaned-up brick and brownstone, with 
some Arts & Crafts windows up top and a 
wood ceiling inside. A blue carpet keeps 
down the clank; a techno soundtrack 
brings up the ambient sound. But until the 
crowds find this place, I can’t describe the 
atmosphere. During our visit, on an early 
and empty Sunday night, the competent 
staff was flipping through the channels, 
lingering wrestling.

Old age might not flighty Norway 
as it is in the Pixar universe of Up, but it’s 
no less surreal. In Bent Hamer’s sub-Arc- 
tic (and non-animated) shaggy-dog story 
(with real, non-shaggy dog), the vehicle 
for soon-to-be-retired Odd Horten ter- 
rific Bard Owe), engineer for the Bergen- 
to-Oslo run, is not a flying house but a 
bullet train. the start film, he’s 
the seat, puffing pipe, the 
cockpit opening like video game into 
the endless snowscapes, and he’s getting 
sucked into pitch-black tunnels leading 
pinhole light, not minding that 
they're a metaphor for death.

Odd 
does not participate, but beneath his pas- 
sivity he shares that spirit of eccentricity, 
as does Hamer.

Having spent his entire adult life fol- 
lowing schedule, Odd familiar with 


the limbo suppressed desires. Indeed, 
he need look no farther than his Alzheim- 
er’s-stricken mother, who still owns the 
pair skis she used when she excelled 

ski jumping but was denied participa- 
tion on the Olympic team because of her 
gender. And so, uncharacteristically, Odd 
decides to join the boys for a few drinks at 
someone’s apartment. gets locked out, 
climbs the side the building, breaks 
into the wrong place, and ends trapped 
all night little kid’s bedroom. the 
time gets out, it’s too late make 
his final train run. 

After that breach of normality, things 
get stranger small ways, little non- 
sequiturs. The cook Odd’s restaurant 
gets dragged away handcuffs without 
explanation. Then there’s that inexpli- 
cable interlude involving ice storm, 

valise, and giant salmon. Odd re- 
sponds first with game bewilderment, 
and then impulsively. Along the way 

sheds bits and pieces his uniform 
(what happens when loses his shoes 
hoot) and replaces them with what’s 
hand metaphor for his liberation 
from conformity, or his surrender to 
mortality, or both. 

The elliptical narrative coheres bit 
when Odd bumps into Dr. Sissner (Espen 
Skjonberg), a retired diplomat and dedi- 
cated lush who teaches him the art 
driving blind. Hamer, meanwhile, sees 
everything. has done such films 
as Kitchen Stories (2003), he observes the 
exact and skewed detail, the oppressive 
but chimerical Norwegian bleakness, the 
look, the feel, and the profundity of the 
everyday.

EASTERN-INSPIRED DIGITAL DELIGHTS THE BRATTLE

With soaring the box office, it’s 
clear that the Pixar zeppelin 
crashing anytime soon. It’s credit 
success that so many animated films of the 
past decade have been compelled sport the 
sheen of CCI. But now that filmmakers have 
wrung reality out of 1's and o’s, they're start- 
ing cast their eyes the next frontier:

Billed “The Break-Up Story Ever 
Told,” Nina Paley’s Sita Sings the Blues musi- 
cal journey through the ancient Sanskrit text 
the Ramayana rendered sleek Flash vector 
graphics, cut-paper collage, and rotoscoping. 
Paley mashes the songs jazz singer 


Annette Hanshaw with the tragic life the 
abducted Sita, who spends her days pining 
for her beloved Rama; this is juxtaposed with 
autobiographical snippets from Paley’s own 
divorce. (Her husband went India and sent 
her a “Dear Nina” e-mail.) As Hanshaw’s 
coquettish man-done-me-wrong ditties nar- 
rate our heroine’s plight, the voluptuous 

and wide-eyed Sita turns out to be a Bolly- 
wood Betty Boop, swinging the beat with 
high-stepping gods, one-eyed demons, and 
grinning celestial bodies. The film utterly 
charming, its energy magnetic. 

Not everyone, however, is smitten with 
Sita. Paley’s casual, cutesy cannibalization of 
Hindu mythology has pissed off many view- 
ers. Then the copyright issue regard- 
ing songs.

Lucille’s 
offspring, called Son all including his 
fiancée, doles out allowances and manag- 
the place, which otherwise attended 
to by a couple of maids and a shaky 92- 
year-old factotum who fiercely defends his 
right wait tables but spends more time 
dreaming of a barely ante-bellum past as 
he orchestrates his funeral. 

The dramaturgy old-fashioned, but 
the characters are incisively drawn, none 
more than Lewis, who Gerald 
McRaney’s skilled rendering courtly when 
sober but plagued demons that include 
not only alcohol but a nubile young em- 
ployee of the nearby Water Burger who 
has gotten him into trouble that neces- 
sitates borrowing yet again from the 
estate. Mary Jo owes the house kitty even 
more than Lewis does. And falls Son 
to manage his sponging if well meaning 
kin, always with their hands out and 
their eyes closed.

the difference between art photog- 
raphy and fashion 

the question I kept wondering about at 

Joni Sternbach’s “SurfLand” exhibition at 
Salem’s Peabody Essex Museum. It features 
i9th-century-style tintype shots of surfers 
posed New York and Southern California 
beaches — sun-dappled bikini babes, sin- 
ewy dudes, athletic ladies and gentlemen 
squeezed into wetsuits, and grizzled old 
coots. They're all beautiful and sexy, even 
the gawky youths and the grizzled guys 

The Brooklyn photographer's old-timey 
technique makes them seem straight out 
the mists the past. Only the fashions 
those wetsuits — reveal that these shots 
were made from 2006 It’s wicked cool 
and gimmicky, all at once — and not much 
different from leafing through an American 
Eagle or Urban Outfitters catalogue. 

What makes these photos feel that way? 
Is that okay? And why can’t I get over my 
critical self and just give them some love? 
ESPN surfing blogger Jon Coen called ther 
“authentic, rich” and said, “when I consider 
what went-into each shot, I’m floored.” And 
the Globe’s Mark Feeney gave them a thumbs 
up, writing, “These images have an innate 
elegance.” 

Yes, Hawaiian Ed is a striking shot. He’s 
the old man the sea perched rocks 
Montauk, New York, in 2008 with his long 
board balanced under his arm. wears 
a bone necklace and palm-tree shorts as 
squints into the sun, his hair blowing 
in the salt breeze. His body seems to have 
been bronzed and then sanded smooth by 
the bright sun, rocks, and waves — like 
driftwood or beach glass. 

best photos capture that 
feeling of people shaped by the elements. 
The effect amplified the vivid ma- 
teriality her method. Invented the 
1850s, the tintype process prints images 
specially prepared metal sheets, this 
case aluminum. Preparation for developing 
must completed before the chemicals 
dry, so everything must be done on the 
spot. Inside a dark tent, she pours collodion 
nto plate, then dips photo-sensitive 
silver nitrate (collodion helps nitrate stick 
to metal) and loads the plate into a tradi- 
tional view camera. The chemicals are less 


light-sensitive than contemporary stuff, 
exposures take two three seconds. 
Then she returns to the tent to develop the 
shots. negative created; each image 
unique print, and has improvi- 
sational quality accentuated by the varying 
drips, splotches, and halos, which them- 
selves suggest the spray the sea. 

For all that, Sternbach attains the 
richness of Hawaiian Ed only a few times 
in the 47 shots here. When the photos 
don't have it, they feel like a clothing 
catalogue. That’s not to say that art pho- 
tography nature better than fashion 
photography,only point hollowness 
that pervades so-so examples both. 

This is the first show curator Phillip 
Prodger has organized for the Peabody Essex 
since became the first full- 
time photography curator, in May 2008. 
The museum has long been known for its 
art and artifacts of New England, Native 
American life, and the cultures seagoing 
Salem touched via the China trade. But it 
has been redefining itself over the past de- 
cade place that respects its past while 
taking broader and hipper scope. 
The appeal Sternbach’s photos for the 
institution is clear. They make reference to 
antique methods and ethnographic docu- 
mentary photos the collec- 
tion. They strut at the intersection between 
maritime and cool. 

Sternbach’s subjects are young and old, 
black, white, and Asian, laid-back lazy crazy 
boys endless summer well from 
one shot bikini-clad sisters print 
so dark they seem to emerge from a sultry 
night. The groovy old dude with the dog in 
lan “Bandito” Weisbecker, who emerged in 
2000 with the Search Captain Zero. 
But most of these folks are unknowns.

HAWAIIAN best photos capture the feeling people shaped the elements. 


Three little girls haul their dad’s giant 
board across the beach rocks.

“SurfLand” does reflect the primal 
schism that rocked photography in the 
1920s when Alfred Stieglitz and Edward 
Steichen disagreed about commercial art. 
Steiglitz, who came from money, cham- 
pioned the purity art for art’s sake. Stei- 
chen, who didn’t come from money, shot 
portraits and fashion photos 
for Vogue, Vanity Fair, and 
advertising. Although gate- 
keepers have tried draw 
bright line between art pho- 
tography and fashion shots, 
the division has always 
been blurry, with photogra- 
phers like Richard Avedon, 
Margaret Bourke-White, 
Gordon Parks, Nan Goldin, 
Mary Ellen Mark, and Ryan 
McGinley working both 
sides the fence. The sen- 
suous beauty, drama, and 
strangeness great fashion 
photography by the likes of 
Irving Penn, William Klein, 
Cecil Beaton, and Horst P. 
Horst holds its own against 
art photography. this 
point, trying untangle

styles have seeped into art photography’s 
roots. The blank pout the faces 
many art photos these days comes straight 
from fashion models. 

In the end, quality is determined not 
by the category where you find some- 
thing but alchemy style and 
soul. And soul what many Stern- 
bach’s photos lack. large group, 
the shots feel formulaic, the beautiful 
people’s looks (either wistful stern) 
mask. The photos are stylish and cool, 
but they struggle something more. 


The Photographic Resource Cen- 
ter’s 14th annual juried exhibit 
“Exposure” one those half-fun, 
half-infuriating round-ups emerg- 
ing art that maybe gives you glimpse 
the future. This year the photog- 
raphers picked guest juror Russell 
Hart, executive editor of American Photo 
magazine, hail from as far away as Al- 
and near-by Cambridge. 
Half of the artists focus on families, 
children, coming age coincidence 
rather than sign any trend. 

Among the pictures that stuck with 
me: Betsy Schneider’s The Tub, a shot of

FORMER JUNKIE LOOKS BACK TOUGH DAYS LOWELL

Nowadays, Lowell native Richard 
Farrell has a good life going for him- 
self. He’s an adjur ict professor of English 
at UMass Lowell. His 1995 HBO documen- 
tary, mea ack Street: Lost Lives in Lowell, 
won him a duPont-Columbia University 
award. He’s reported from the frontlines 


in the Balkar 1e’s written a book with 
an IRA gunrunner and Whitey Bulger asso- 
ciate (2007's A Criminal and an Irishman: The In 
side Story the Boston Mob-IRA Connection). And 


in recent weeks, as a producer of the forth- 
coming Micky Ward bio-pic The Fighter, he’s 
been hanging out in his home town with 
Christian Bale and David O. Russell. 

But in order to write his scarifying new 
Ne wt What's Left of Us: A Memoir 
of Addiction ct adel), Farrell put aside his 
happy current life and willfully immersed 
himself his ppy former life pe- 
riod, more than two decades ago, spent as 
a desperate, deceptive, thieving, sweating, 
shit-spewing, suppurating junkie. 

“I wanted not to tell it as an adult nar- 
rator looking back,” Farrell, now 53, tells 
me over the phone. “I wanted to try to go 
back there, was happening the 
moment, that people could understand 
out junkie. Understand how crazy | was.” 

cess. “I couldn't sleep. There were times I 
was afraid to be around my wife and my 
little child. It was insanity to go back in 
there.” But was something felt had 
to do. 

“For years and years I've been haunted. 
These ghosts chase me. bed night 
and wake covered sweat. matter 
what has happened to my life in 22 years, they 
just find me. just got the point where 
said, “You know what? I just have to tell the 
truth about what happened and, 
more specifically, what happened that night 
when I found my father.’ 

The evening question took place 

in Lowell in 1984, in his family’s home. 

Nhile his mother was recovering the 
pe from a hysterectomy, Farrell 
walked into his parents’ kitchen and found 
his father, flagrante delicto, with neighbor. 
The shock of discovery sent the old man in- 
to cardiac arrest. He writhed on the floor, 
his face turning hellish hues purple and 
black, begging his son for nitroglycerin. 
But Farrell simply stood there and watched 
him die. 

The elder Farrell could sadistic 
authoritarian. Well respected in Lowell, 
his son writes, at home he was prone to 
fits temper. Once, when Farrell was 

grade school, his father tied him chair 
and jabbed at him with an electric carving 
knife. The constant undercurrent the 
father-son dynamic was the elder man’s 
abiding disgust the failure his son,

who was palsied child, build him- 
self into a Notre Dame football star. 

And so, that night his father gasped 
for air, Farrell looked into his bioodshot 
eyes and let him fade away. It was some- 
thing he’s never publicly admitted until 
the release of this book. 

Farrell had tried please his father. 
He'd willed himself into being a service- 
able football player at Lowell High, but a 
severe leg injury and seven operations led 
dependence painkillers. After his 
father’s death, his drug dependence led to 
herom. 

By the time he was 30, in 1987, Far- 
rell had wife and two kids. He’d made 
decent bit of money thanks to some savvy 
real-estate deals. But he lost it all. As the 


guilt from his father’s death corroded him, 


he sank deeper and deeper into addiction, 
drifting like a scabby phantom through 
Lowell's abandoned mills. 

And so, one day, consumed with self- 
loathing, he loaded a syringe with as 
much heroin as it could hold and decided 
kill himself. didn’t work. After being 
revived the hospital, then arrested, 
was sent to rehab. 

been there before. Each prior visit 


had been a short one, and ineffective. But 
this time would different. Over seven 
days in detox, Farrell fought back and 
won. Writing with workmanlike terse- 
ness, he’s unsparing his descriptions 
the place’s ugly utilitarianism: the harsh 
fluorescent lighting, the torn window 
shades, the enema soap subbed in for 
shampoo, the cold and runny eggs, the 
coffee spiked with saltpeter sap libido, 
the “dark brown overcooked chicken ten- 
ders swimming ketchup.” 

He’s equally good at limning sympathetic 
portraits his peers treatment such 
“Crazy Mary,” coke whore who describes 
her avocation “sucking white stuff for 
white stuff” with whom Farrell strikes 
grandfatherly alcoholic horn-rimmed 
glasses who figures into one the 
most harrowing scenes. 

But the most affecting passages come 
from visceral, often-disturbing 
descriptions his own agonizing emer- 
gence from the darkness — of the horrify- 
ing physical and, especially, psychological 
toll his addiction and recovery took. see 
him shooting before visiting his kids. 
We cringe as he borrows a dealer's needle 


caked with dry blood. We’re shown, not 
told, the sweat-soaked, soul-shaking, diar- 
rhea-dripping truth about going through 
withdrawal. 

“It’s un-friggin-believable,” says Farrell 
in his Merrimack Valley accent. “Think 
about your worst flu, and amplify that 
times. You just shit yourself every 
muscle, every joint aches. Your entire body 
cries for heroin. Just one bag heroin, 
you know that’s all you need, and you'll 
feel better.” 

Worse, he says, “once you've made it 
through that, now you gotta deal with 
the psychological Much the book 
centers Farrell’s therapy sessions he’s 
surly and star offish at first, and only 
much later do the walls come down — with 
the treatment center’s resident psychia- 
trist as he works ough his tortured 
feelings for his bully father and church 
mouse mother, the wife who left him, 
the aunt and the priest who both sexually 
abused him. 

Compelled leave rehab after the 
maximum seven days, Farrell re-entered 
the world frag gile frightened. “That 
was the most difficult time,” he says. “You 
have a minefield in your backyard. You 
have year two years mines walk 
over, make sure they don’t blow you up. 
You've created this wreckage of your past. 
Holy shit. The whole time voice 
in the back of your head: ‘Just go back to 
Adams Street. Get bag heroin. And 
you'll be all set, man.’ ” 

But didn’t listen. took 
day time, and soon the ones added 
to 22 years.” He enrolled in a journalism 
class Middlesex Community College and 

“started writing about the darkness had 
just come out of.”

Not long after, editor called him up:

For Longstreth, the pressure’s been ratch- 
eted following the on-line leak couple 
months ago Dirty Projectors’ fifth LP, Bitte 
Orca (Domino), which last officially out 
this week.

He needn't worry. It’s music, for sure — 
innovatively crafted and sonically fulfilling. 
Compared with past Projectors albums that 
2005's The Getty Address, a song cycle involv- 
ing Don Henley and Aztec mythology; 
Rise Above, a radical reinterpretation of Black 
Flag’s 1981 debut, Damaged Bitte Orca sim- 
ply collection tunes. But the way their 
myriad ideas and melodies bubble 
explored, fused, dashed the ground, and 
then revisited different forms makes for 
the band’s most dazzling and profound musi- 
cal statement yet. 

Longstreth’s singing voice high croon 
with hues of Jeff Buckley, John Lennon, and 
Craig Wedren isn’t his greatest asset. That 
would his ability appropriate, reshape, 
and assimilate various textures into his proggy 
chamber-pop constructs without sounding 
forced superficial. the soukous/ 


kwassa kwassa guitar that dances through- 
out does not seem like cultural tourism (an 
accusation leveled Longstreth’s friend and 
one-time collaborator Ezra Koenig Vampire 
Weekend). And the slinky pop/R&B groove 
“Stillness the Move” rejoinder New 
Yorker music critic Sasha Frere-Jones’s noto- 
Tious 2007 essay Paler Shade White,” 
which argued that indie rock wasn’t “black 
enough” the stuff true, unabashed 
urban-radio fan, not a trafficker in irony.
